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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This action is in response to Applicant's amendment received on 03 November 
2003. 



2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the concave 
depression (a curved surface) must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). It appears that the surfaces are flat in the drawings as opposed to concave. 
No new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the 
Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings 
will not be held in abeyance. 



3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 5 & 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to

which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
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invention. Claims 5 and 12 refer to passages that are angled with respect to one of said 
front and rear faces. There is no support for angled passages in the specification. 



5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 9 refer to "an entry portion including an off center concave 
depression" in the last clause of the claims. It is not understood from what the concave 
depression is "off center." 

In claims 1 and 9, there is reference to "a leading edge," though it is not clear as 
to which structure it is a leading edge of. It is especially confusing in that the wording is 
"a leading portion having a gradually decreasing slope toward a leading edge" when it 
seems like the slope would be going away from a leading edge and toward a trailing 
edge. 

Claim 2 recites the limitation "air flow passage" in the third line of the claim. 
There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. Is that supposed to 
be the air flow causing means, the passages to the inlets, or the passage inlets 
themselves?
